EIGHT PARKS IN MARIN 
The survey shows eight parks in 
| M arin with space for 218 trailers 
I while another 87 spaces m three 
new camps are under construction. 
About 80 per cent of the spaces 
are occupied at this time. 


“While the existing facilities are 
generally satisfactory from health 
and sanitation considerations,” the 
survey discloses, “many improve­ 
ments are m ake-shift. community 
facilities and landscaping are m ut­ 
ually non-cxistant and the parks 
are eye-.'Oxtc to the aurrcur ding 
property and the general public.” 


The report was prepared as the 
first step in revising the county’s 
ordinance relating to trailers. 
Hammond and Sm ith assert the 
blame for the poor conditions can­ 
not be placed with the operators 
because the parks were developed 


as a tem porary war-tim e accomo­ 
dation. 


Authors of the report feel M a­ 
rin s study can be furthered by 
findings of a survey made in So­ 
lano county. 
Jn Solano county it was learned 
th a t the average num ber of adults 
per trailer was 1.8; average num ­ 
ber of children per trailer was .6; 
and combined average of adults 
and children was 2.4. 


NO TRUANT CHILDREN 
O ther 
results

of the trailerites indicated they 
planned to continue living in trail­ 
ers. It reported no truancy among 
the trailerite school children and 
stated “general observations and 
results of personal contact do not 
reflect problems of social welfare 
to a degree which w arrants special 
attention.” 
Persons living in Solano county 
trailers had only norm al illness 
records. 
Citing a need for a new ord­ 
inance, the M arin study says, “ex­ 
isting ordinances were aimed at 
war tim e conditions no longer ap­ 
plicable; thus, until laws provid­ 
ing a perm anent solution are en ­ 
acted, there Is no incentive for op­ 
erators to make substantial in ­ 
vestments.” 


ASSESSMENT INCREASE 
And if the trailer parks are to 
become a perm anent business un­ 
der a new ordinance of the coun­ 
ty, the report assumes an increase 
in assessment values will result, 
Tt shows th at a capital invest­ 
m ent in land and improvements 
of about $1,500 per trailer is re ­ 
quired to provide a first class trail­ 
er paik.

Their Feet On Improvements 


1 odav with \our Independent-Journal you 
are receiving an 80-page Marin Magazine de­ 
voted exclusively to homes and home build­ 
ing.

A second development which has been 
gaining local fa\or, is the builder’s warran­ 
tee. Formerly a buyer had only a verbal 
assurance from a builder that the house was 
ail it was claimed to be. 1 his sometimes led 
to misunderstandings and law suits. 
Now many Marin builders, encouraged by 
the Marin Builders Association, are giving 
written warantees with the homes thev build. 
1 hey guarantee the homes lor specific things 
and for specific periods of time, a waraniee 
like you might receive with a new car, wash­ 
ing machine or other article. 
Builders, although faced with numerous 
complications in such guarantees, are find­ 
ing them advantageous to the purchaser md 
themselves in avoiding these misunderstand­ 
ings and law suits. 


I hese things, coupled with construction 
which often finds itself used as illustration 
ol the best in California building, are the 
hallmark of Marin’s construction industry.

To Settle 


Big Issues 


There are now in prospect for 
the autumn three simultaneous 
international meetings In three 
different places. 
There will be the Korea con­ 
ference, 
perhaps 
in 
Geneva. 
There may be, if the USSR ac­ 
cepts the invitation, a German 
conference at Lugano. And in 
New York there will be the Gen­ 
eral Assembly of the United Na­ 
tions. 
This is a complicated way of 
doing business in view of the fact 
th at in person or by proxy the 
foreign ministers of 
the 
four 
great powers will participate in 
all of them. 


JOHN FOSTER DULLES has 
worked hard and with some suc­ 
cess, to fix within close limits 
what may and what may not be 
discussed at each meeting. Rare­ 
ly, in the history of diplomacy 
has so much effort been expend­ 
ed on obtaining agreements not 
to discuss so many things. 
It can be said, and in fact it 
is being said all over the world, 
that this is not the way to set­ 
tle great issues involving great 
powers. A 
settlement, 
which 
cannot be dictated and has to be 
negotiated, invariably 
and 
by 
definition requires that a bar­ 
gain be struck. It follows that the 
fewer the subjects that can be 
discussed, the less chance there 
is of striking a bargain that 
brings a settlement. 


IF THE GERMAN conference 
can discuss only free elections, 
if it must not discuss any other 
aspect of Germany’s position in 
Europe, then there is little to 
negotiate about. 
Likewise, if the Korean con­ 
ference can discuss only unifi­ 
cation under Dr. Rhee, and no 
other question at issue with Red 
China in the Far East, than the 
conference is more likely to be­ 
come a forum for declaring irre­ 
concilable principles than a ne­ 
gotiation. 


THIS IS AN awkward and em­ 
barrassing position to be in. It 
is opposing the necessary condi­ 
tions of a successful negotiation 
at a time when the Soviet Union 
and Red China are saying that 
they wish to negotiate. 
It is a reversal of the position 
as it was until Stalin’s death. 
Until then it was the Russians 
who were always haggling over 
the agenda, and saying what 
they would not discuss. 
It is too bad, indeed it is a 
serious reverse in the so-called 
psychological war, that Dulles 
rather than Molotov should have 
become the leading no-sayer. 


BUT IT IS HARD to see how 
for the time being he can do 
much else. The basic fact is that 
Dulles cannot now afford to be 
drawn into a negotiation about 
a general settlement in the Far 
East. His commitments in Con­ 
gress, in Korea, in Formosa, and 
in Japan do not allow for a ne­ 
gotiated settlement. 
In Europe, he could afford to 
be drawn into a negotiation of 
a general settlement in th at he 
has no prohibitive commitments. 
His difficulty in Europe is that 
a statesman-like plan has not 
yet been worked out. 


SO NEGATIVE an attitude is 
not likely to be feasible for very 
long. The world will not wait in­ 
definitely because we have not 
made up our minds. 
If there is to be a break in tho 
sense of our being able to havi 
a policy which we can safely ne­ 
gotiate about, it can — as things 
stand now’ — come only in Eu­ 
rope. The conditions in Europe 
are not wholly unfavorable to a 
constructive plan, and in Europe, 
unlike the Far East, there are 
anti-Communist 
statesmen 
of 
great influence who are living 
in the twentieth century. 


THE CENTRAL theme of a 
European settlement will, quite 
evidently be European unity. But 
before European unity can be 
the principle of a European set­ 
tlement, it will be necessary to 
take a big step beyond the pres­ 
ent official position. 
At present when we speak of­ 
ficially of European unity, we 
are talking atout the unity of a 
divided Europe and a divided 
Germany. This may be the best 
we can attain if the cold war in 
Europe cannot be ended by a 
negotiated settlement. 
But if we are to stand for a 
settlement that the Europeans 
could support and that might be 
negotiated with 
the 
Russians, 
then we must enlarge our con­ 
ception of European unity to em ­ 
brace a united Germany within 
a European system which ex­ 
tends from the Atlantic to the 
frontiers of the Soviet Union.

Leake Intends To Meet 


Liquor Lobby Challenge 


EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
Your paper recently gave front 
page publicity to an article, orig­ 
inating in the Baywood Press, re­ 
lating to the present-day Drake’s 
Bay Affaire, and I trust that you 
will be as generous with this arti­ 
cle as you have been with my 
others in the past. 
I have followed this interest­ 
ing skirmish in the local paper 
and I had sent an enquiring-type 
letter to the affable editor of the 
Press seeking information as to 
the course that 
the 
numerous 
protests took on their way to the 
Navy Brass and Army Engineers. 
Apparently the paper was full- 
up for this week or my letter 
might have been considered as 
slanting divergently and as we 
all know such view’s can be con­ 
fusing. 


The Press had excerpts from 
the different interested organiza­ 
tions and as they were context­ 
ual they did not contain the in­ 
formation that I wanted. 
W hat I wanted to know was if 
any of the numerous protests to 
the Navy and Army had gone 
through the office of the super­ 
visor, Jim Kehoe, he being the 
titular head of the county gov­ 
ernment in this area. 
This letter is not defending 
Jim Kehoe, as he is well able 
to take care of himself. But we 
are all sensitive of our preroga­ 
tives, and who is in a better po­ 
sition than Jim Kehoe to head 
up this important county pro­ 
gram. 


The editor of the Press had 
described his knowledge of the 
W’ay the Navy Brass works and 
I queried him as to why he didn’t 
recognize the “chain of

m and” way that the Navy hand­ 
led its end. 


Another question was whether 
or not he thought his example 
of the triangular course from 
the top of the Mark and so forth 
for the low flying planes over 
non-populated areas type train­ 
ing was an equitable one.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — T h ^ 
address made by Paul R. Leake, 
board of 
equalization 
member 
from the Third Marin district, at 
the recent 
County Supervisors 
Convention at Lake Tahoe, gives 
every indication that the mili­ 
tant publisher is going to stay 
with the liquor law enforcement 
problem until he either has it 
licked, or it licks him. 
Leake told the supervisors that 
“the arrogant barleycorn spokes­ 
men’’ at Sacramento, meaning of 
course the liquor lobbyists, “are 
all fired up and determined to 
give yours truly a sound whipping 
for merely mentioning 
a 
few 
truths that are almost too shock­ 
ing to be believed.” 


“YOUR VERY unpretentious 
representative on the powerful 
and mighty state board of equal­ 
ization is on a hot seat insofar 
as 
the 
reckless, 
rough-riding, 
articulate cowboys of the bev­ 
erage industry are concerned.” 
Leake said. “He is doomed to be 
shoved into the creek as soon as 
election day 
rolls 
around. In 
fact, they are impatient and can 
hardly wait that long to give me 
the business.” 
Leake pointed out that since 
his appointment to the job, that 
all he has attempted to do is 
“put some sense and realism” 
into administration 
of 
state 
liquor laws. He then called on 
citizens for support, stating: 


“WITH THE HELP 
of 
the 
aroused citizenry of California 
and the unfaltering support of 
far-seeing editors who are cour­ 
ageously demanding decency in 
liquor government, we hope in 
time to clip the wings of the 
small but powerful group of ob­ 
ligated law-makers who make it 
possible for the Third House liq­ 
uor representatives to write their 
own ticket on liquor legislation.” 
Leake went on to say that the 
key committees of the Califor­ 
nia legislature handling liquor 
measures are “stacked” and “as 
a result rum-runners continue to 
rule the roost.” 


ONE OF HIS main complaints 
is the tendency of bartenders to 
serve liquor to obviously drunk­ 
en individuals as long as their 
money holds out. He has decried 
previously the lack 
of 
arrests 
made by state board of equaliza­ 
tion officers for this offense. 
Further, Leake said regarding 
enforcement: 
“The immediate outlook in the 
liquor picture is disheartening. 
“Until the voters take more in­ 
terest in their legislature and put 
thumbs-down on the senators 
and assemblymen who knuckle 
down to the Third House spokes­ 
men for John 
Barleycorn, 
we 
can’t expect effective reforms m 
legislation.” 
SO FAR, Leake has mentioned 
no names in his comments on 
senators and assemblymen who 


appear to be under the influ­ 
ence of the liquor lobby. Names, 
it seems, 
can’t 
be 
mentioned 
without proper proof of the con­ 
tentions made, for without such 
proof, a newspaper is open to 
libel for printing the statement, 
and the individual who makes 
such statements is open for a 
slander suit. 


Neither did Leake’s speech at 
the supervisor's convention indi­ 
cate that he is toying with the 
idea of running for governor, al­ 
though he has been mentioned 
as a possible Democratic candi­ 
date for the office. 


His comment on the challenge 
thrown to him by the liquor in­ 
dustry indicates rather that he 
intends to meet the challenge at 
the polls next year as a candi­ 
date for the office he now holds. 
It will be Interesting to watch 
this race, for almost anyone who 
opposes the incumbent will be 
tabbed as the liquor industry's 
candidate, justified or not.

WASHINGTON (A>) — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and Adlai Ste­ 
venson are agreed on wanting 
disarmament talks with the Rus­ 
sians but not, it seems, on how or 
when. 
Eisenhower, in his April 1« 
speech to the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors, told the 
Russians that before such talks 
could begin he wanted them to 
show by deeds they had goodwill. 
Stevenson, in his radio-TV re­ 
port to the nation Tuesday on his 
world tour, laid down no such 
terms but, apparently, would like 
, 
ste disarmament discussions 
get started as soon as possible. 


Stevenson said, “once more, I 
think, we should fix our sights 
high again, as we did in 1947, and 
resume the Initiative in re-ex­ 
ploring the possibility of disar­ 
mament.” 
What makes Stevenson think 
the Russians, who 
stood 
like 
stone against American attempts 
at disarmament in 
the 
past, 
would be likely to act any dif­ 
ferently now? 


FOR ONE THING, Stevenson 
said, there is the hydrogen bomb 
winch emphasizes 
more 
than 
ever the need for disarmament 
since the alternative is 
even 
heavier armament and “more 
frightening weapons.” 
And, 
besides, 
he 
indicated, 
there have been some events 
which may have affected Rus­ 
sian thinking in recent years; 
Stalin’s death; revolts in the 
satellites; the realization that 
Russian threats had driven the 
West into big rearmament and 
that the West, as it showed in 
Korea, would meet force with 
force. 


STEVENSON DID NOT sug­ 
gest this country disarm while 
seeking agreement with Russia 
or world disarmament. On the 
contrary, he expressed fear this 
country might be getting too 
careless about rearming enough. 
In his April speech Eisenhow* 
er called upon the Communists 
to show their good intentions in 
various ways: A Korean armis­ 
tice, a peace conference on Ko­ 
rea, an end to Communist a t­ 
tacks on Indochina: an Austrian 
peace treaty; a united Germany 
and’* full independence” of the 
East European nations. 
Of the points he listed, prog­ 
ress has been made in only 
two: There Is a Korean armis­ 
tice and the Korean peace con­ 
ference is scheduled to open in 
late October, if the Communist* 
don’t delay it. 
Eisenhower didn’t say every 
condition he laid down had to 
be met, signed, sealed and fin­ 
ished before he’d consider talk­ 
ing disarmament with the Rus­ 
sians again. But he did say he 
wanted some progress made.

Although thousands of Califor­ 
nia veterans no longer have to 
worry about expiration dates on 
their term government insurance 
policies, they must remember to 
pay higher iiremiums on policies 
starting into a new five-year term. 
This reminder was issued by Paul 
W. Kraft, assistant county veter­ 
ans sendee officer, in connection 
with the new law permitting auto­ 
matic renewal of term GI insur­ 
ance. 
“Four million veterans.” Kraft 
»aid, “carry government insurance 
•—which they first obtained dur­ 
ing military service—-on a five- 
year term basis. Until the new law 
was passed they had to apply for 
another five-year term before their 
old policies expired. But renewal 
Is now automatic, provided the 
old policy is in force at the ex­ 
piration date and the final prem­ 
ium has been paid.” 
K raft added that it's up to the 
veteran whether or not to continue 
making payments on the next 
five-year policy when his present 
policy runs out. The premium cost 
increases 
somewhat 
every 
five 
years. Once renewal is made, the 
veteran must pay the increased 
premiums at the regular times, 
to be covered in case of death. 
Veterans may change their term 
policies to permanent policies at 
any time they desire. The premium 
will be bigger, but it will stay the 
same from then on. (The conver­ 
sion privilege does not apply to 
post-Korea term policies.)

Writing to the Corinthians, Paul, 
evidently in low spirits (and no 
wonder), tells us that God sent 
Titus to him: "Nevertheless God, 
that comforteth those that are 
cast down, comforted us by the 
coming of Titus: and not by his 
coming only, but by the consola­ 
tion wherewith he was comforted 
in you, when he told us your earn­ 
est desire, your mourning, your 
fervent mind toward me; so that 
I rejoiced the more.” 
HUMAN PICTURE 
W hat a very human picture that 
is, of Paul in his cell, awaiting 
death and trying not to be sorrow­ 
ful, and then his Joy at the com­ 
ing of Titus, bringing news that 
his people in faroff Crete were 
thinking of him and mourning be­ 
cause of 
his 
unhappy 
circum­ 
stances. 


We are told that Titus was bom 
of Gentile parents, probably a na­ 
tive of Antioch. In II Corinth­ 
ians 8:23, Paul says that if any 
wants to know who Titus is, he is 
"My partner and fellow-worker,” 
and in other verses in the same 
chapter he calls him “my true 
child after a common faith.” 
Titus was given many missions 
by Paul. He was sent to correct 
faults of the Corinthians and to 
collect a fund for the relief of the 
saints' in Jerusalem. He was 
also sent to Corinth on at least 
two other occasions, and he always 
accomplished his missions. 
PAUL ADVISES TITUS 
Paul advises Titus not only to 
teach of faith in the redemptive 
power of Chirst and His second 
coming, but also the manner in 
which the Christians should act 
toward their fellow'men. 
Titus became the first bishop 
of the Cretian church, our Bible 
states at the end of Paul’s epistle 
to him. 
Paul, founder of the Christian 
church, stressed again and again 
men’s relations with others. Be­ 
cause his counsel to Titus in teach­ 
ing his fellow Christians is so per­ 
tinent to our relations with our 
fellows in today’s complicated and 
troubled world, I quote freely from 
his letters to his “partner and fel­ 
low-worker.” 
GREAT INFLUENCE 
“But speak thou 
the 
things 
which become sound doctrine.” He 
mentions first the aged men who 
would have great influence with 
the younger ones, then the older 
women who were to 
teach

younger the ethics of t i l Chris­ 
tian. 
“That the aged men be sober, 
grave, tempefate, sound in faith, 
in charity, in patience. The aged 
woman likewise, that they be in 
behavior as becometh holiness, 
not false accusers, not given to 
much wine, 
teachers 
of - good 
things: 
“That they may teach the young 
women to be sober, to love their 
husbands, to love their children, 
to be discreet, chaste, keepers at 
home, good, obedient to their own 
husbands, th at the word of God be 
not blasphemed.” 
He is told to exhort servants to 
be obedient to their masters and 
honest in their dealings. 
Paul believed th at men should 
obey the laws of the land and be 
obedient to those in authority. 
“Put them in mind,” he writes 
Titus, “to be subject to princi 
palities and powers, to obey mag 
istrates, to be ready to every good 
work. To speak evil of no man, to 
be no brawlers, but gentle, shew 
ing all meekness unto all men. 
SOMETLMES FOOLISH 
“For we 
ourselves 
also 
were 
sometimes foolish, disobedient, de 
ceived, serving diverse lusts and 
pleasures, living in malice and 
envy, hateful, and hating one an 
other.” 
Paul is not above acknowledg 
ing that he too had sometimes 
been at fault — he was not per 
feet. 
From the younger children right 
up to the oldest members of 
Christian congregation these words 
should strike home. Small chil­ 
dren, as well as older ones and 
adults, often are envious, jealous, 
inclined to quarrel and fight. Help 
the children to acknowledge these 
faults as Paul confesses his, and 
show them how they too can learn 
to control tempers and not envy 
and fight with their playmates. 
VALUE OF LABOR 
His last injunction to Titus is 
to teach the value of useful labor 
“And let our people also learn to 
m aintain good works for neces­ 
sary uses, that they be not un­ 
fruitful.” 
To do our share of the W’orld’s 
work is another lesson we must 
learn if we are to attain Paul’s 
idea of a Christian. Children may 
be taught the satisfaction of use­ 
ful work, and be helped to ex 
perience it. 
In our churches it is usually the 
few who do the hard jobs that are 
so necessary to the upkeep of the 
edifice in which we worship. Let 
each of us ask ourselves if we are 
doing our share, in home, job and 
church, and strive to do better 
if we are not.

through discounts or over-allow­ 
ances on trade-ins. In others It 
appears 1953 models are attracting 
better than average interest. 
Less is heard about the used car 
market as the industry approaches 
the new model changeover season. 
A few weeks ago fears were being 
expressed that the accumulation 
of old cars in dealers’ hands was 
likely to force many o f\h em out 
of business of the capital tied up. 
USED CAR LOSSES 
There is no question many if 
not most of the franchised car 
dealers took a loss on the hand- 
line of used cars. 
The important thipg about the 
used car situation apparently is 
that it is easing in most Sections. 
The most recent report of the Na­ 
tional Used Car Dealers associa­ 
tion disclosed that while there wras 
a falling off in sales at midyear, 
compared with activities a year 
earlier, inventories also* were low­ 
er than they were at that time. 
Just what constitutes a normal 
inventory of used cars never has 
been figured out. 
MUST BE OUTLET 
However, in the huge volume of 
business done by the automobile 
industry there has to be an out­ 
let for used cars. The automobile 
makers realize this and have taken 
an active part in helping their 
dealers, as well as those handling 
only used cars, to liquidate older 
car inventories. 
It used to be said that for every 
new car sold three used cars had 
to be handled in order to maintain 
an even balance in overall inven­ 
tories. The ratio of used car sales 
to new car deliveries hasn’t reach­ 
ed that point at any time in many 
months. It has been closer to one- 
for-one. 
BETTER DEALS WANTED 
This# probably reflects the fact 
new car buyers have been demand­ 
ing better deals generally. Partic­ 
ularly it undoubtedly reflects the 
return many months ago of the 
buyer'i control of the market.

Correction Of Cross-Eyes 
Should Be Started Early

Ignoring cross-eye in a child in 
the hope that it will correct it­ 
self is sheer neglect. 
In most 
cases the condition persists. 
If 
this is permitted to happen, the 
child will learn to use only one 
eye, often resulting in permanent 
loss of vfcion in the other eye. 
Therefore, 
the 
importance 
of 
prompt correction of this defect 
should need no further emphasis. 
A child with cross-eye, or stra­ 
bismus in medical* terminology, is 
seldom too young for treatment 
to be undertaken. At any rate, he 
should be examined by an eye 
physician immediately upon dis­ 
covery of the condition, no m at­ 
ter what his age. 
TWO CAUSES 
Thefe are two types of cross- 
eye. One is due to a paralysis of 
the muscles, and the other Is the 
non-paralytic, the type most often 
seen. 
There are three ways of treat­ 
ing cross-eye which the physician 
may employ. One is by the use 
of proper glasses in order to cor­ 
rect the seeing error. It has been 
found that infants, even less than 
one year of age, can wear specta­ 
cles if special precaution is taken 
with the frames and safety lenses 
are used. 
However, glasses are 
useless in correcting cross-eye u n - '

is causing the condition. 
As the child ages and gains suf­ 
ficient mental development to co­ 
operate, orthoptic or exercise treat­ 
ment with complimated appara­ 
tus can 
be attempted. Various 
machines are available that can 
help the child do eye exercises 
under orthoptic guidance. 
These, 
| in many instances, improve the 
cross-eye. 
However, in some cases, after 
spectacles have been worn for a 
long period of time and extensive 
exercises 
or 
orthoptic 
training 
have been tried, it is necessary to 
resort to surgery. 
Uusually by 
shortening 
certain 
muscles, 
an 
equilibrium can be made between 
the vision of the two eyes, and the 
eye no longer crossed. 
Though one, two or even three 
of these methods may prove nec­ 
essary to correct the eye fault, 
they should be investigated early 
for the benefit of one of the 
organs. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
G. L. G.: What causes calcium 
deposits to occur on the fingers, 
and how can these deposits or 
lumps be removed? 
Answer: the most frequent cause I 
for the condition you describe is I 
arthritis, which results in these 
little calcium deposits on the tips 
of the fingers. 
There is no way 
known that they can be removed 
satisfactorily.

Dirksen picked on a statement 
by Stevenson that "The greatest 
beneficiary of the Democratic Par- 
ty in these past few months has 
been President Eisenhower and I 
only hope he realizes it.” 
* I ’m sure President Eisenhower 
does,” Dirksen said in a prepared 
address. “What he found when he 
came to Washington as President 
made the problems of the Nor­ 
mandy Beach invasion pale into 
insignificance.” 
The Illinois senator said that be­ 
sides “stalemated war in Korea,” 
Eisenhower inherited “a govern­ 
ment which was studded with 
Communists and Communist sym­ 
pathizers who seemed to have no 
difficulty getting into the govern­ 
ment and no diffficulty staying 
there, even though as early as 
1945 FBI reports on the m atter 
had been made available to the 
President Truman.” 
NO PROBLEM SOLVED 
Dirksen said the Democrats had 
not solved the farm problem. Dem­ 
ocrats had contended that the Re­ 
publicans had no answer to falling 
farm prices. 
“Prices were breaking 
before 
the last administration left office,” 
Dirksen said. “None of their poli­ 
cies, 
and 
all 
of their billions, 
solved It.” 
He said “spending billions for 
instrument« for which to kill, put­ 
ting young Americans in uniform 
and sending them to the far cor­ 
ners of the earth and spending 
billions in foreign aid” had arti­ 
ficially propped up price levels.

Two-Story Houses Regaining 
Popularity In Parts Of Nation 


In some sections of the nation, 
architects and builders are re­ 
porting a gradual return to popu­ 
larity of the house with two full 
stories, following several years 
during which it was difficult to 
sell anything but the one-story 
ranch-type dwelling 


Predictions 
are 
made 
that 
within a relatively short time the 
two-story house will be in as 
great demand as it was 25 years 
ago—particularly in heavily-in­ 
dustrialized communities. 
The principal reason for this, 
they say, is that families aré 
seeking to add to their incomes 
by renting rooms. The rising cost 
of living has made such moves 
imperative in countless cases. 


Two-story house lends itself 
better to rental of rooms than 
any other style of architecture. 
Sleeping rooms are isolated on 
the second floor and non-mem­ 
bers of the family thus need not 
come in close contact with family 
activities. 


Houses with all rooms on one 
level 
have 
been preferred 
so 
stair-climbing would be avoided, 
but as one of the nation’s top 
architects recently told a group 
ot builders: “It’s not only What 
is preferred that we must design 


American families. We all know 
the two-story house costs less to 
build in relation to living space 
than the one-level house, and 
now that the economic necessity 
for room rentals is upon us in 
industrial cities, we must also 
face up to these economic facts." 


Larger sise of two-story houses 
is being offset cost-wise by econ­ 
omies in construction which do 
not detract in any way from the 
quality 
or 
desirability of 
the 
dwelling. Instead of expensive 
ceramic tile floors in bathrooms, 
for example, architects recom­ 
mend Kenflex vinyl tile for such 
installations. Dry-walt construc­ 
tion with plasterboard or other 
wallboards 
effects 
substantial 
savings 
over 
lath-and-plaster. 
Another cost-saver is the ability 
to place the bathroom plumbing 
directly 
above 
the 
k i t c h e n 
plumbing and thus save many 
dollars on long runs of piping. 
Important savings also are ef­ 
fected by the fact that not as 
much perimeter of foundation or 
extenor waiis are required as is 
the case with a one-story home 
containing the same number of 
square feet of living space, 
and build, but also what best 
meets the economic needs of 
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BIRCH WALLS, green plastic counter tops 
and flooring and matchstock bamboo cur­ 
tains combine to give color and life to this 
efficient kitchen in the Noah residence.

Blinds And Shades 
Before raising Venetian blinds, 
be sure the slats are in an open 
position. Blinds may be perma­ 
nently injured if raised when 
slats are closed. Dust will cause 
the finish of your blinds to de­ 
teriorate. Clean them often with 
a soft cloth or a mitt made for 
this purpose. Always pull your 
cloth 
shades 
straight 
down 
When elevating, hold the string 
to prevent them from rolling up 
too fast and injuring the roller 
spring. 


It is conservatively estimated 
that at least 10.000,000 homes in 
the United States would have 
their value 
increased between 
$500 and $2,000 each by modern­ 
ization. This is especially true 
now that the supply of homes is 
catching up with demand. Mort­ 
gage lenders point out that there 
is a strong market for older 
houses, but that to receive top 
price in case of sale, these homes 
must be in good repair and pre­ 
sent an up-to-date appearance. 
Bankers estimate that at least 
15 per cent of the used houses 
sold each year would bring hun­ 
dreds of dollars more, had their 
owners kept 
up with modem 
trends. 
The easiest and least costly 
manner in which to brmg about 
this desired transformation is to 
brighten up the old house with 
color. Most home owners keep 
the exteriors 
of 
their 
houses 
fairly well painted, but they fail 
to carry the modern trend to­ 
ward color to the interior. Wails 
and floors remain drab and un­ 
interesting; kitchens and baths 
remain a bleak, old-fashioned 
white. 
In planning a rejuvenation, it 
is best to start with the floors. 
In the kitchen, a new floor of 
Kenflex vinyl plastic tile can be 
installed right over the old sub­ 
floor with relatively little ex­ 
pense. The same is true of the 
bathroom. Virtually any desired 
color plan can be carried out be­ 
cause of the wide choice of tile 
colors. By using different colors 
in combination, modem, individ­ 
ualized floor patterns can be 
created. A colorful flow in the 
basement also will add many 
times its cost to the value of a 
house. 


When it comes to wall treat­ 
ment, one should follow the mod­ 
ern style of having one or two 
walls a bold, solid color and the 
others in a solid harmonizing 
color, or patterned with bold fig­ 
ures. Use light colors in small 
rooms to give them an air of 
greater spaciousness. 
Carry color tones from loom to 
room. For example, if pink pre­ 
dominates in the living room and 
green is used to a lesser degree, 
reverse the colors in the dining 
room with green the principal 
color and pink the minor one. 
This is called color coordination 
and is one of the first rules of 
present-day interior decoration. 
Color likewise is used to mini­ 
mize the prominence of old-fash­ 
ioned 
free - standing 
radiators 
and wood trim. Paint the radia­ 
tor the same color as the wall it 
stands against. When redecorat­ 
ing, it also is an excellent tims 
to strip off old-style moldings. 
If this is not possible, paint all 
wood trim the same color as 
the adjoining wall. 


Fireplaces 
Before 
using 
your fireplace^ 
light a newspaper in it to maks 
sure that smoke is being drawn 
off properly. Never start a fir# 
in the fireplace until you ar# 
sure the damper is open. Always 
keep the damper closed when ths 
fireplace is not in use. This keeps 
room heat from escaping through 
the chimney. It is not advisable 
to build a fire directly on fire­ 
place bricks. Use andirons or a 
grate. Your fireplace should hav# 
a snug, well-fitted screen. Ths 
fire should be extinguished each 
night before retiring. Never us# 
kerosene or gasoline to start a 
fire.

Ala's Getting Handy 
With A Power Saw 


By GAY PAULEY 
NEW YORK (U.R) — Mamma’s 
getting as skilled with the power 
saw as the egg beater these days. 
She’s changed from apron to 
overalls and has become as adept 
as a man at putting down new 
kitchen linoleum, or building an 
extra bookcase for the living 
room. 
Who says so? 
% 
The many manufacturers in 
the business of supplying hun­ 
dreds of “do it yourself " products. 
Their first cooperative display 
in M anhattan drew nearly 75,000 
persons in six days. 
“Everybody’s got a project of 
some sort underway at home,” 
said one manufacturer. 
The manufacturers say the “do 
it yourself” trend always has 
been around, but it really began 
to boom after World War II for 
several reasons—the high cost of 
labor and materials, the creative 
desire in most of us, and the fact 
that most of us increasingly need 
a change of pace from the regu­ 
lar office or factory job. 
Whatever the reasons, the “do 
it yourself” business is a billion 
dollar one. 
The latest figures show that 
11.000.000 
persons 
have 
home 
workshops; nearly $3,000,000,000 
will be spent this year by home 
carpenters. 
Other reports 
indicate 
that 
18.000.000 men and women now 
do their own landscape garden­ 
ing; several more million women 
do their own sewing. And one 
paint company estimates that 
6.000.000 women now do part or 
all of their own interior painting, 
using the roller method of appli­ 
cation. 
Several tool manufacturers are 


catering to the women—urging 
the distaff side to build as well 
as paint or sew. Matter of fact, a 
woman can do some housing 
construction if she wishes 
because 
the 
“shell 
dwelling” 
homes are increasing in popular­ 
ity. These are the ones which 
the builder puts up to order_ 
except for the inside, which Mr. 
and Mrs. Fixit can finish to suit 
themselves. 


Aluminum trim producers are 
showing the woman how easily 
she can trim a shelf or cabinet. 
Wallpaper people have developed 
simpler ways of applying wall­ 
covering, already matched and in 
squares. Makers of wall and floor 
tiling have developed a special 
instruction booklet to help wom­ 
en modernize their own kitchens. 


Two groups (Monsanto Chemi­ 
cal and Douglas Fir Plywood 
A.^sn.) came out this spring with 
complete plans and materials for 
build-it-yourself furniture, rang­ 
ing from wall storage units to a 
shelf-door wardrobe. All were 
planned by well-known furniture 
designers. 


Actually, one of the first places 
women started the “do it your­ 
self” trend was in beautifying 
themselves. Business sources es­ 
timate that beautifying the fe­ 
male head costs something like 
$1,000,000,000 per year. There was 
a time when the lion’s share 
went to the professional barbers 
and beauticians. 


But more and more, women 
are taking1 their tresses in their 
own hands — giving themselves 
permit nents, 
doing 
their 
own 
hair-cutting, and d y e i n g or 
bleaching their locks to suit 
themselves.

By Smooth-Surface Floors 


Floor 
cleaning, 
dishw ashing, 
laundering and bed m aking are 
listed in th a t order by house­ 
wives as their m ost burdensom e 
tasks. B ut m uch has been done 
to lighten th e work in each of 
these phases 
of 
housekeeping. 
A utom atic 
dishw ashers 
a n d 
laundry appliances are rapidly 
becoming standard hom e equip­ 
m ent. Even bed sheets are now 
available w ith corners already 
m itered to sim plify bed m aking. 
P erhaps th e greatest boon to 
hom e-m akers has been the de­ 
velopm ent of resilient, sm ooth- 
surfaced 
flooring 
of 
asphalt, 
vinyl, rubber, and cork tiles, the 
m aintenance of which is easier 
and less costly th an for other 
types 
of 
floors. 
No 
laborious 
scrubbing nor frequent waxing 
is required to preserve the color 
and finish of these m aterials. 
ALL THAT IS needed is ordi­ 
n ary sweeping w ith perhaps a 
once-a-w eek m opping w ith mild 
soap suds, followed by a clear 
w ater rinse. Color brilliance is 
enhanced by a quick application 
of w ater-em ulsion wax and light 
polishing three or four times a 
year. 
M opping will remove stuck-on 
d irt 
and 
ordinary 
stains. The 
m ore obstinate stains will come 


off when rubbed lightly w ith a 
dam p cloth, sprinkled with kitch­ 
en scouring powder. Even cig- 
aret burns are easily removed 
by a light 
buffing 
w ith 
fine 
steel wool or sandpaper. 
A lthough the colors of K entile 
asphalt tile, vinyl tile and rub­ 
ber tile are perm anent and can­ 
not w ear off because they go 
clear through each tile, strong 
detergents should never be used 
on these or any other type of 
sm ooth-surfaced resilent 
floor­ 
ing. Nor should oiled mops be 
used or any cleaner or wax con­ 
taining free fat or oil. T urpen­ 
tine, benzine and sim ilar fluids 
also should be avoided because 
these and oth er oils tend to 
soften 
th e 
flooring. 
Spilled 
grease should be wiped up im ­ 
m ediately. 
EXCESSIVE am ounts of w ater 
should not be used, especially on 
linoleum. Experts say th a t lino­ 
leum colors do not wear off so 
m uch as they are washed off. 
Resilient tile flooring needs to 
be protected from dents hod m ars 
caused by furniture th e sam e as 
wood or any other type of floor. 
Such protection is afforded by 
using wide-base gliders on the 
ends of legs, or using w ide-tread 
rubber-faced casters.

T he first rule for proper m ain­ 
tenance of wood floors is: never 
clean them w ith soap and water. 
T his is highly im portant because 
soap and w ater will injure both 
the finish and th e wood, and 
som etim es even cause the floor 
to buckle. 
W hen w ater is spilled on a 
wood floor it should be wiped up 
and th e floor dried im m ediately 
If w ater is allowed to rem ain on 
a finished floor, it leaves an 
unsightly w hite spot which is a l­ 
m ost impossible to remove w ith 
out refinishing.

Frame House Has Chance 
To Survive An Atomic Blast 


W hat are the chances of your 
house surviving an atom ic blast? 
P retty good, according to the 
N ational Lum ber M anufacturers 
Association, if it’s a wood house 
and if it’s located away from 
th e im m ediate targ et area. How 
fa r away it should be would de­ 
pend on the size of the atom ic 
b l a s t , on how well the wood 
house was constructed, and on 
a num ber of other factors. 
T he NLMA report said the fol­ 
lowing could be expected: 
1. 
A 
well - constructed 
wood 
house located about a mile and 
a-h alf from ground zero would 
rem ain upright. 
Some stru ctu ­ 
ral dam age would result but this 
could be easily repaired. 
2. At the sam e distance, in ­ 
terior walls of plaster or outer 
brittle m aterials would be seri­ 
ously dam aged but interior walls 
of wood paneling would rem ain 
pretty m uch intact. 
3. An average wood house lo­ 
cated about tw o-thirds of a m ile 
from ground zero would collapse 
but the rubble would be dispersed 
so th a t sim ple wooden lean-to 
shelters in th e basem ent would 
protect occupants from bodily 
injury. 
T he very n atu re of its 
construction, plus the resiliency 
of wood, would prevent the wood 
structure from crashing into the 


basem ent in a single heap. 
4. A wood house painted w hite 
probably would not catch fire 
even w hen located as close as 
tw o-thirds of a mile from ground 
zero—provided the building was 
not exposed to fire from oth er 
sources. 
I t ’s expected th a t any 
slight surface 
charring 
w hich 
m ight result from atom ic h e a t 
waves would cease before th e 
shock 
wave 
h it 
the 
building. 
In th e N evada test, there was 
no free flam ing oi either house 
for the shock wave to extin­ 
guish. 
5. T he exceptional ability of 
wood to w ithstand shock w ith­ 
out 
fragm entation 
would 
cut 
down the danger of flying m is­ 
siles. 
T his 
danger 
would 
be 
increased 
by 
loose facings on 
the house and by use of large 
am ounts of glass and other fra ­ 
gile m aterials.

stripped but the cold glass will 
set up a current of cool air which 
will move 
through 
the room. 
Very often this current of cool 
air m ay feel a s though it is com ­ 
ing from the outside and cause 
the occupants to believe there is 
leakage around the windows. A c­ 
tually it is coming from the 
chilling of the air against the 
window, which then sets up a 
cold air current. Air in motion 


feels cooler as in the case of an 
electric fan which does not cool 
the air but sets it in motion. 
If 
windows 
stick 
rub 
the 
grooves in the window fram e 
with paraffin, candle or floor 
wax. Sash runs and hinged win­ 
dows should be kept oiled with 
any good household oil. Where 
you have double-hung windows, 
use the sash lift to raise and 
lower; never push or pull the 
center bar because this m ay crack 
the putty and open the way to 
leaks.

Spray Discovered 


D A V IS , Calif. (UP) — One ef 
the accidental 
discoveries 
that 
consistently has marked scientif­ 
ic progress occured here recently 
in spraying operations to control 
rice field leaf miner. 
W . H arry Lange, associate pro­ 
fessor of entomology on the Davis 
campus of the University of C a li­ 
fornia, was conducting Dieldrin 
spray operations to control leaf 
miner. 
However, rice growers reported 
the spray, in addition to aiding 
the control of the leaf blight, 
also killed gnats, mosquitoes and 
flies. M an y of 
the 
mosquitoes 
were of the species that transm it 
encephalitis and m alaria. 
Lange said the Dieldrin spray 
may replace D D T in some areas 
where the insects have built up 
a resistance to that insecticide.

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MORTGAGE FINANCING 


Expert Discusses Bargains, 
Bottlenecks In Home Loans 


(Ed. Note: Since one of the

By WILLIAM A. MARCUS 
You have asked me to write a 
few lines about the manner and 
cost of obtaining 
real 
estate 
mortgages and to explain why 
there is a tightness in the mar­ 
ket for government insured and 
guaranteed loans. 
To understand today’s con­ 
ditions it is necessary both to 
look at history and to understand 
the working principles of econom­ 
ic laws. I am glad to endeavor 
to write such an article for you 
but because of its brevity it will 
inadequately cover the subject. 
MORTGAGE FINANCING has 
long played an im portant part 
in providing homes for people oi 
the nation. Funds for mortgages 
have come largely 
from 
four 
sources, namely, banks, saving.' 
and loan associations, insurance 
companies and individuals. In ad 
dition, many states 
in 
recen 
years have extended loans t 
veterans. 
Mortgage rates in Californi. 
from the Gold Rush days to th 
end of the 19th century were ex­ 
tremely high, often as much, a 
10 or 12 per cent per annun 
Even after the turn of the cen 
tury and until the end of tl 
twenties, first mortgages on res: 
dences carried interest rates froi 
six to eight per cent in mar 
communities. 
Second mortgat 
rates were often twice as hig, 
First 
mortgages 
were 
mostl. 
made flat for one year, requir 
ing frequent renewals. Second 
mortgage holders often wanted 
their money repaid at times mos 
inconvenient to the borrowers. 
Thrifty individuals put 
thei: 
savings into financial institution 
for investment, but mortgage de­ 
m ands of a growing population 
came faster th an wealth could 
be accumulated within the state. 
Funds of eastern insurance com­ 
panies were attracted 
to 
this 
area, both because of the inter­ 
est rates and the soundness of 
the state's economy. 
SPECULATION reached dizzy 
heights in 
the 
twenties, even 
causing many persons to m ort­ 
gage their homes to gamble in 


the stock 
m arket. 
When 
the 
crash came fortunes were wiped 
out, unemployment set 
in, 
de­ 
faults were common and distress 
was visible in 
every 
direction. 
Various 
relief 
measures 
were 
passed by the state and federal 
governments, particularly to aid 
the home owners who had m ort­ 
gages on their 
properties. 
For 
many years the country’s lead­ 
ers had advocated a change in 
the mortgage system both 
to 
make the terms easier for bor­ 
rowers and to create a better n a ­ 
tional m arket for the mortgages. 
But it took the 
depression 
to 
iring about the needed changes. 
THE MEASURE which has had 
he most profound influence on 
nome building and home financ­ 
ing was the 
National 
Housing 
%ct of 1934, which created the 
Federal Housing Adm inistration 
Purposes of this act were both to 
create a better mortgage system 
and to encourage home building 
which then had fallen to an all 
;ime low. Under the FHA sys 
jem, borrowers were enabled to 
obtain home mortgage loans with 
high ratios of loan to value. The 
borrowers’ financing costs wero 
lessened by elim inating the need 
for frequent renewals of short- 
ierm mortgages and by virtually 
ioing away with the second m ort­ 
gage sysUibi. Furtherm ore, the 
pattern of a fixed m onthly pay­ 
ment to include principal, in- 
:erest, taxes, 
insurance, 
etc., 
lelped the borrower to budget 
lis expenses and often enabled 
im to take better care of his 
•using obligations. 
The early Title II FHA loans 
rried an interest rate of 5*A 
-er cent 
plus (4 of 1 per cent 
ervicing fee plus % of 1 per 
ent 
for 
mortgage 
insurance 
»remium, making a total cost to 
he borrower of 6‘4 per cent per 
mnum. During the succeeding 
/ears the government cancelled 
die service charge and reduced 
h e interest rate to as low as 
i'a per cent, which was the rui­ 
ng rate from April, 1950 until 
ist a m onth or so ago. 
ANOTHER legislative Act of 
reat importance was the Ser- 
/icemen’s Readjustm ent Act of 
1944, which in addition to liberal 
provisions 
for 
hospitalization, 
unemployment 
and 
education, 
provided th at the governm ent. 
would partially guarantee loans 
for the purpose of aiding vet­ 
erans to purchase homes. T h e ' 
original guaranty was $2,000, not 
to exceed 50 per cent of the total 
loan. T hat was raised on one or 
two occasions and its present

top guaranty is $7,500, not to ex­ 
ceed 60 per cent of the loan. The 
interest rate was originally set 
at 4 per cent per annum where 
it stayed until May o f this year 
Meanwhile changes were tak ­ 
ing place in the making of con­ 
ventional real estate loans tloans 
not guaranteed by the govern­ 
m ent). 
Most 
institutions 
now 
write such loans for a period of 
ten or more years at rates con­ 
siderably below those 
of 
the 
twenties. 
DURING World War II there 


was 
virtually 
no 
home 
con­ 
struction except that required in 
connection with the war effort. 
Restriction on building as well 
as on certain other types of in­ 
dustry helped to build up huge 
surpluses of institutional funds 
which were largely invested in 
government securities. The re­ 
lease of these reservoirs of funds 
at the termination of the war 
aided a tremendous boom in 
home construction which started 
early in 1946 and which has con­ 
tinued to the present time. The 
housing shortage plus easy credit 
caused the mortgage debt of the 
nation to more than double in 
/he first five years after the war. 
The surplus monies formerly 
¿eeking Investment began to dis­ 
appear as early as 1948, and by 
1950 it was evident th at m ort­ 
gage funds would no longer be 
plentiful. The 
federal 
govern­ 
ment recognized this situation in 
1948 when Congress authorized 
the rate on veterans loans to be 
increased from 4 per cent to 


4tf per cent, but the Admin­ 
istrator of Veteran A ffa ir s re­ 
fused to go along with the au­ 
thorization, keeping the rate at 
4 per cent until 
three 
mouths 
ago. 


FOR SEVERAL years the fed­ 
eral government has known that 
it could not continue the cheap 
money policy of the war and im­ 
mediate postwar without adding 
to the flames of inflation which 
had caused prices to skyrocket. 
Yet little was done to stop in­ 
flation until the Federal Reserve 
Board announced on M arch 3, 
J951 its determ ination to grad­ 
ually withdraw its support of 
government bond prices. 
Ever since th at date we have 
witnessed a rise in the rate of 
interest on 
government, 
muni­ 
cipal and corporate bonds. The 
higher yield on these investments 
made them more attractive in 
the eyes of institutional investors 
than real estate mortgages. That 
fact coupled with the exhaustion

In many instances, the experts 
add, the only treatment required 
to bring out the full inherent 
beauty of a fine hardwood floor 
is a thorough cleaning, waxing 
and polishing. The finish may 
still be in good condition. 
Wax-base preparations made 
especially for cleaning hardwood 
floors are recommended. A num­ 
ber of brands are available. One 
type has an unusually heavy wax 
content. Its use speeds the beau­ 
tifying job by eliminating the 
need for a separate wax coating. 
It cleans and waxes in one op­ 
eration. 


If the finish is beginning to 
show wear, simple refinishing 
should restore the splendor of 
the hardwood. First, clean the 
floor well, making certain that 
all wax and spots are removed. 
This

can 
be 
done 
quickly by wiping with mineral 
spirits or naptha. An alternative 
method is to use a water-damp­ 
ened cloth and mild soap, work­ 
ing a small area at a time and 
wiping dry immediately.

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Laying Floor Tricky, 
But You Can Do It 


The average home buyer who 
wants beautiful oak floors In the 
popular strip style usually is wise 
to entrust their installation to a 
skilled flooring mechanic, floor­ 
ing experts advise. 
Flooring an 
extra room or similar small area, 
however, is well within the cap­ 
abilities of a home craftsm an 
adept at working with wood. . 


Among the more im portant de­ 
tails requiring care and precision, 
is arrangem ent of the first course 
of flooring in a perfectly straight 
line so that succeeding courses 
also will be straight. 


With tongued and grooved floor­ 
ing, the kind used in most homes 
today, the first course is laid with 
the groove edge nearest the wall. 
Sufficient space, generally about 
^-inch, should be left between 
the wall and the flooring to allow 
for expansion of the wood. The 
space must be no wider, of course, 
than will be covered by the base­ 
board and shoe moulding. 


Proper nailing is vital, too. 
Tongued and grooved flooring ;s 
toe-nailed, that is, the nails are 
driven through the tongue edges 
at an angle of about 50 degrees, 
at the point where the tongue 
leaves the shoulder. A thorough 
workman also will countersink 
each nail with a nail set or nail. 


One 8-penny f l o o r i n g nail 
every 12 inches is recommended 
for 25. 32-inch oak flooring, the 
thickness most commonly used 
for homes. Screw nails are pre­ 
ferable because of their superior 
holding power. 
Bright wire or 
cut nails, however, are adequate. 


It is best to nail three or four 
pieces, then place a short length 
of scrap flooring against the 
tongue edge of the outside piece 
and drive the units up snugly. 
Then repeat this operation after 
every three or four pieces are 
nailed. 


To ensure a floor of lasting 
beauty and performance, certain 
precautions should be observed in 
timing the installation and in 
caring for the oak flooring upon 
delivery. 


Specifically, the flooring should 
not be laid until all plaster or 
masonry work has dried. Ar­ 
rangements should be made to 
have the flooring delivered four 
or five days before installation, 
then piled loosely in the house. 
If the weather is cold or damp, 
a temperature of about 70 de­ 
grees should be maintained in­ 
side the house. 


Purpose of these precautions is 
to prevent the wood from asorb- 
ing too much moisture and then 
shrinking excessively after a few 
months under the influence ol 
heat. 
That c o n d i t i o n would 
result in cracks 
between 
the 
flooring pieces.

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Got Any Flush Doors? They'll 
Make Wonderful Table Tops 
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By VIVIAN BROWN 
Everybody is taking a shot at 
m aking som ething for the home. 
W omen are heckling m en who up 
u n til now couldn’t drive a nail 
Into the wall, and getting the 
poor guys into th e do-it-yourself 
d u b , 
S aturday m orning Just as the 
m an is ready to settle down to 
some serious reading or outdoor 
work, Mom comes along with 
suggestions on how to m ake a 
lam p or table or even a chair. 
And she says “all right, if you 
w on’t m ake it I will." T he result 
is he goes to work. 
A fad w hich is growing is the 
one w hich uses a large flush 
door for a table surface. It is 
a simple hom e job th a t an y ­ 
body can do because it requires 
nothing m ore th an a little elbow 


grease for refinLshing the door 
surface and w rought iron, shiny 
brass or plain wood for legs. Any 
m an who is initiated into the 
do-it-yourself plan via this table 
will think it is a breeze. If he 
w ants to get into the act real 
good he can lam inate a plastic 
or wood veneer surface to the 
top of the table. T his is a good 
gimmick, 
particularly 
if 
the 
table is m arred. 
The doors and legs can be 
picked up at m ost lum ber yards 
and linoleum stores. And here’s 
how you go about refinishing one 
of these doors. T his one was cut 
down to coffee table size. 
F irst Step . . . Cut lam inate 
sheet with fine-tooth saw. Cut 
m aterial slightly over size. 
If 
m atching lam inated edges are 
de.siged, use the th in n er roll-type 


lam inate m ade for this purpose. 
M easure sides of table, allowing 
one-eighth inch oversize. Cut by 
scoring first with pointed tool 
and bending upw ard to snap off. 
Step Two . . . Apply cem ent 
evenly on wood surface with a 
clean p ain t brush and allow to 
dry for 30 m inutes. T hen brush 
011 a second coat. W hile wood is 
drying, brush a coat of cem ent 
on 
back of lam inated 
veneer. 
Allow all coats to dry not less 
th a n 30 m inutes before fusing 
lam inate and wood. Apply p re s­ 
sure with h and or rubber roller 
to assure firm , even bond. 


Step Three . . . C ut lam inate 
flush w ith wood by using the 
flat side of a fine file. Use dow n­ 
ward stroke when dressing edge 
to avoid chipping. If you have 
cornered both top and sides, be 
sure to file sides first and top 
surface last. 
Step Four . . . M odern coffee 
table is com plete w hen ebony 
painted. Square tapered legs are

Glass you can’t ordinarily see

This has nothing to do with 
windows. It is glass in fiber form, 
so tough that it 
is 
replacing 
steel in some places, so soft that 
it is ueed to stuff cushions, so 
fine and hairlike that it stops 
heat waves when used as an in­ 
sulator. 
You can do a lot of things 
w ith glass around 
your 
house 
without winding up in the pro­ 
verbial fish bowl. O f course, some 
people like glass in every form 
as a building m aterial.
